Hi gang-- 


The 6T9er originally appeared in the March 1971 QST, page 25. Note that 
the "6T9er" name was an affectionate monicker xI* gave it; the term appears 
nowhere in the literature. They call it "A 10-Watt, One-Tube Transmitter." 


This is a good rig for "modern" construction as it uses parts you can get 
from AES. The 619 is cheap, and AES sells the uncommon Compactron sockets. 
The pi net caps are 365 pf and 1000 pf, which you can get by paralleling 
the sections of one of those 3-section variables AES sells. (They actually 
specify a 1000pf£ xtrimmerx, but I don't know where you'd get one of those 

these days.) The circuit is very simple and you can build it small. 


Coil specs are provided for 160, 80, 40, and 20. I'm guessing that you 

could make it go on 15 as well, but that depends on how much output you 

could get from the crystal oscillator without a drive tuning circuit. They 
call out Miniductor stock for the coils, but they courteously provide 
mechanical specs for each coil as well. (TPI, diameter, length, wire gauge.) 


I consistently measured 4w output on my B&W meter on 80m.
